DEEP SEA WATER. 


Are 
Bottles 
With 
Which 
Samples 
Taken From Ocean Depths 
The w aler bottle for getting water 
for analysis from selected depths in 
the ocean is a cylinder of brass. G er­ 
man silver or other metal which re 
slsts the corrosion of sea water, gen 
em ily about two Inches in diameter 
and twelve or fourteen inches long, 
with upward opening valve at the top 
and bottom, connected together on a 
central stem. 
Lugs are cast oh tin* 
side of the cylinder for conveniently 
securing it at any 
point 
along fin* 
length of th** line by which it is to 
be lowered into th** sea. 
During tin- 
lowering of the Hue the valves of the 
bottle are kept unsealed by the pas 
sage of the w aler through the cylin ­ 
der during its descent, but when the

His itinerary led him to the 
threshold of Editor Roosevelt's office. 
Then Secretary Shipp came tack to 
St. Paul and plunged into the work of 
the congress, but never said a word. 
Ile and the local board of managers 
got busy on the programme and the 
hundred other things there were to do, 
and the assistance of the general pub­ 
lic wasn’t solicited. 
Finally an ex­ 
tra day was suffixed to the congress 
and it was announced that this would 
be "President’s and Governors' day.” 


Big Day of the Meeting. 


Maybe Colonel Roosevelt suggested 
this and maybe he didn’t. 
Secretary 
Shipp has never said. 
Meanwhile, the 
work of making out a programme has 
progressed and finally the word came 
that President Taft would be present 
on the day set aside for him and the 
governors, w hich—following the sug­ 
gestion of the president’s illustrious 
predecessor, wil be the "big day” of 
the meeting. 
When the secretary of the congress 
talked 
with 
Colonel 
Roosevelt, the 
colonel was informed that the officers 
of the congress were hopeful that the 
president would accept their invita­ 
tion which he then had under consid­ 
eration. 
Colonel Roosevelt, with his 
accustomed emphasis, joined in the 
hope that Mr. Taft would accept the 
invitation, aud he quickly added the 
suggestion, which, by reason of the 
heartiness with which it was made, 
seemed more like a request, that the 
officers of the congress arrange to 
make the day that the president of 
the United States attended the meet­ 
ing the "big day” of the week. 
The 
words "big day” sound very Roose- 
veltian and Mr. Shipp does not deny 
that they are the very words that the 
colonel used in [laying a graceful trib­ 
ute to his successor in office. 
In explanation of the incident, Mr. 
Shipp says the suggestion of Colonel 
Roosevelt was nothing more or less 
than the sincere act of a great man 
in making it clear that to the presi­ 
dent of the United States, the day he 
is to be In St. Paul, belong all the 
honors that the conservation congress 
and the city of St. Paul can pay.

The lutest enemy of the national for­ 
ests on whom war has been declared 
by the forestry serries is the fretful 
porcupine. 
The quill armored rodents 
are destroying hundreds of tine trees, 
und the biological survey has sent ex­ 
perts to Colorado from Washington to 
study and devise some way to exter­ 
minate the pests. 
The destruction of timber by porcu­ 
pines is worse in the Routt national 
forest than any other place in Colorado 
at present. 
The animals are herbivor­ 
ous, their diet consisting principally of 
grass, shrubs and roots, but the heavy 
snows in tile mountains cover all this 
substance, compelling them to seek 
other food. 


G n a w T re e s to D e a th . 
As a consequence they go to higher 
altitudes and eat the bark from the 
Englemann spruce and Ridgepole pine 
circling the trees with their sharp teeth 
and eventually causing them to die. 
No statistics have been gathered as 
to the total destruction caused by por­ 
cupines. but it has been approximated 
that many thousands of trees are a n ­ 
nually destroyed by them.

ENGLAND HAS BEEFLESS BEER 


L o o k s a n d T a s t e s L i k e R ea l, b u t D o e s 


N o t S t a g g e r. 
Consul General John L. Griffiths of 
London furnishes the following infor- 
i (nation concerning a new temperance 
drink now being introduced in Eng­ 
land: 


There has been recently placed on 
this market a beverage which, it is 
claimed, is nonintoxicating and still 
resembles and tastes like the intoxi­ 
cating beer. 
It is brewed from malt 
and hops only nnd has no preserva­ 
tive in it. 
It does not look unlike beer, 
nnd the taste is very similar. 
It is 
made of precisely the sam e materials 
as the best English home brewed ale. 
but alcohol is almost entirely eliminat­ 
ed. and it is stated that there is no 
chemical admixture of any kind. 
The 
amount of alcohol produced by the 
brewing process in this beverage is 
given as nine-tenths of I per cent, 
which is less than the percentage to 
be found in any of the ginger ales, 
stone beers aud other temperance bev­ 
erages. 
The process by which this beverage 
is made is the invention of a French 
scientist, while certain 
modifications 
were made by one of the professors 
of the Paris Pasteur institute aud an 
English brewer. 
Two kinds are made 
— ale and stout. 
The ale. it is claimed, 
has the flavor of a light beer. and the 
stout tastes almost exactly like a good 
quality of Londou stout.
